The L, & C. Lvpress, at all times so 
replete with most useful’ and ‘up-to-date 
information concerning all that is of interest! 
to the people in the Kast, contains, in the 
number received to-day, an exceptionally 
interesting letter, by Mr. R. Shewan, reprint- 
ed from the ‘Times, on the subject of the 
oft-debated advisability. of abandoning “the 
present works in connection with the Naval 
Extension Scheme on their present site. We 
reproduce Mr. Shewan’s letter dlsewhere in 
this issue.” ‘There will be none to dispute

harbour, demand that continuous water front 
which will not Ue obtained once 9° serious 
a block’ is set up ‘as the duck, is bound to 
constitute, ‘The deviation of the large 
traflic in the very heart of the city 
from a broad and continuous roadway,
